Note on Rules — Three times, questions were 
raised about the ability to build A/Fs during 
the Winter season. There are several rules 
which prevent this by interpretations 
1 ) No builds can be made in a home supply 
" center that is already occupied. 2) Rules 
7 and 8 state how to form an A/F. Currently, 
this is the only way to form an A/F. Thus, 
this leaves out building A/Fs during retreat 
or Winter seasons!. 3) In the absence of 
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rules in SSII , the rules of the regular 
game are to be applied. Only Rules 7 and 8 
allows you to place two units in one space, 
and thus only by doing this can you have an 
A/F. Thus* you cannot build an A/F even if 
you have two builds! However, since three 
people have asked, I will call for a vote on 
adding a rule.

The War of Austrian 
Preservation started in the Spring of 1901 
with King Fred III of Italy launching his 
Venice Army into Trieste in conjunction with 
Czar Eric of Russia launching his Warsaw 
Army into Galicia, It was a joint sneak 
attack since there was no declaration of war,' 

Austria acknowledged the attack with a 
formal Declaration of War upon Italy on May 
1, 1901 and upon Russia on May 2, 1901. Aus- 
tria immediately sent out requests for aid 
to the rest of Europe! Spring 1901 also saw 
Premier Chic directing the French fleet of ' . , 
Brest into the English Channel. 

July 15, 1901, Kaiser Wilhelm II of 
Germany stated, "I will avenge the treachery!" 

July 23, 1901, Premier Chic of France 
stated, "1 have already warned Italy to pull 
back *or France shall go to war for our ^ 
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Austrian friends! " 7 

July 26, 1901, Prime Minister Harvey of 
Bjigland expressed deepest sympathy and basic 
support, but reluctance due to French channel 
threat. 

July 30, 1901, Sultan Walter of Turkey 
expressed deepest sympathy and basic support 
but did not feel Italy and Russia were his 
enemies. 

Fall 1901 saw heavy diplomatic action 
everywhere while Italy and Russia pressed the 
attack on Austria while France and England 
engaged in heavy fleet fighting over London. 
Germany blocked Russia in Sweden, while, Turkey 
swarmed into the Balkans. The Austrian Fleet 
was destroyed at the end of the year. 

December 30, 1901, Austria issued her Blue 
Paper -calling for unified help (a Quintuple 
Alliance?) . 

February 3, 1902, Sultan Walter of Turkey 
announced that Austria would survive! 

April 16, 1902, Sultan Walter of Turkey 
stunned Europe by stating that Czar Eric of 
Russia had Declared War on Turkey 1 ! ' PTedge 
Army of Serbia support. 

May 1, 1902, Premier Chic Hilliker of 
France offered England a cease-fire in the 
interest of Austrian Preservation and a 
Quintuple Alliance. 

Spring 1902 results in the formation of 
the NON-QUINTUPLE ALUANCE joint activities 
against Italy and Russia, 

July 1, 1902, Prime Minister Harvey of 
England accepted France's truce but not a

BACK TO THAT -GREAT DEBATE! 

Edi Birsan r if you will remember, tried 
to intervene in Impassable' s greatest debate 
and in the next issue got blasted by both 
of the debaters. Rightly or wrongly, Edi 
has again intervened, only this time he is 
making an accusation that the debate is a 
big fraud! ' See next column for his article I 
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TO DEBATE OR TO DE-BAIT ' 
by Edi Birsan 

When the sparks began to fly between 
Conrad and Len over various unclear matters, 
I suspected that there was something very 
odd about the whole arrangement of the 
'debate.' The co-ordination of mis- communi- 
cation and the timing Of rising numbers of 
hostile ad jectives/ seemed so perfect that I 
suspected a behind-the-scenes set-up. Why 
conspire to form a phoney debate? ((We 
must agree with Edi. The idea that this 
debate was a fraud demanded our close 
attention and will demand an explanation! )) 
At the time I figured that possibly they 
were attempting to create a situation in 
which a third party would 'tacitly be enlisted 
in order to expand upon a complex problem 
facing the hobby. This issue, as I saw it, 
was the smoldering problem of professionalism 
vs. the hobbyist in the postal world. Then 
Impassable #18 arrived. 

Promptly reading the double blast leveled 
at me alledgedly from Conrad and Lakofka, I 
came to the immediate conclusion that not 
only was the situation a 'set-up*, but that 
they had decided to side step the issue of , 
professionalism and instead to use the set- 
up to pound away at the theme of interference 
in feuds/debates is "/No Good." This is most 
unfortunate, for the theme of attacking 
people who step into debates with growing 
hostilities detracts from the hobby and 
encourages us to ignore the anger about us 
rather than to act to turn a destructive 
situation into one which can create a vital 
service to the hobby: honest debate of real 
issues, 

In re-reading the columns, in Impassable 
#18, I was struck by the contrast of writing 
styles. After a decade of being Diplomacy's 
literary light, master of press and syntax, 
we are lead to believe that Conrad von 
Metzke has suddenLy taken on the writing 
style of a pregnant elephant in heat with a 
broken hand to boot. Further, we are lead 
to believe that Conrad's vocabulary has 
distinigrated to the point where he assails 
his opponent with such terms as "dupe" and 
"Tripe" (with a capital 'f no less). 
Compounding the erasing of 10 years of press 
release, he supposedly drenches his sentences 
with exclamation marks and forgets how to 
gently use the semi-colon as well as complex 
sentences of more than one or two verbs. 

Equally sudden was the burst of literacy

manner. In the end, man finds out what the 
killer signal was all about, but the future 
lies ahead and the reader is left in a very 
philosophical mood. 

Two other books I want to, discuss for 
contrast are Retief 's Ransom by Keith Laumer 
and The Second Trip by Rober Silverberg. 
The first was a hilarious science fiction and 
combines a zany intergalactic situation with 
the problems of diplomacy and military 
domination of a queer planet by Earthmen and 
the Groaci. The books makes fun of all 
diplomatic protocol and of people in general, 
and only gets serious near the end of the 
book. I recommend this book for those who 
don't normally read science fiction, but 
do play Diplomacy. 

The Second Trip mixes f uturian psychiatric 
cures with obscenities. Yes, the obscene 
bookshave made it to science fiction and no 
longer will it be the same as it was. I 
watched a science fiction movie last.hjLghts 
The War of the Worlds in which the invaders 
lose only because they come down with human 
diseases. A, nice clean novel and movie. 

Well, I suppose that there are those who 
like, to have their books spiced up with sex 
scenes and four letter words, and for them, 
I recommend The Second Trip . 

I am surprised that I ended up by giving 
three brief book reviews, but I do read a 
lot and it is a wonder that I haven't done 
so before. If the readers like them, I'll 
do future book reviews in more depth.
